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A 30-second TV spot on behalf of Harriwall Banking and Trust, clearly designed 
to address the loss to their image caused by "Occupy Wall Street": 

With Vivaldi's "Four Seasons" heard in the background, an Executive gazes out 
of his Wall St. firm's window. He sees a crowd of "Occupy Wall Street" 
protesters in a park. He waves down to them from very, very high up. 
Somehow, they see him and wave back. A closer look shows the protesters 
have wet themselves. A closer look at the Wall St. executive shows he also has 
wet himself. 

The music suddenly changes to the thumping of electronic dance music, as we 
dissolve to a board room meeting at a long table. All of the Executives at the 
table have tilted themselves so that they are looking towards the camera, smiling. 
A look beneath the table shows they have all wet themselves, a pool of yellow 
liquid beneath each one. 

The Executive nearest the camera, the same one we previously saw waving to 
the protesters, explains: 

"If you're out there as part of the "Occupy Wall Street" protest, and you're there 
wetting yourself, well, we at Harriwall Banking and Trust know how you feel. 
Because we wet ourselves, too. There's just so many things we're doing here to 
help you, we're just too busy to, to stop to go to the washroom, you know, the 
restroom...." 

Another Executives adds, "Bathroom." 

"Yes, mm hmm," agree the other Executives, smiling and nodding. 

The Executives are heard speaking in unison words in white dissolving on and off 
a black screen: 

"At Harriwall Banking and Trust" 

"We don't have time to go to the bathroom" 

"And we don't want to" 

"We hate going to the bathroom" 

"If we had more money we might go to the bathroom" 

"We're like a pay bathroom." 
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"Why aren't the protesters going to the bathroom?" 

"They don't have bathrooms" 

Whose fault is that?" 

"Are we done yet?" 

"Yeah, whose fault, hey why did they have to use real urine to make this 
commercial? I'm getting it all over my shoes." 

"I think one of the protesters came up with this whole TV commercial idea, I 
mean, what are they really saying here?" 

"Quiet, I think the mic is still on." 

"I love 'Occupy Wall St.'"
